Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102e as being anticipated by Shimonaka 
et al. (6480640). 

Shimonaka et al. teaches an optical device wherein the waveguide (WG) 
comprises a ridge WG portion formed as a substantially stripe convex portion extending 
in a guiding direction (fig. 8), and a gain waveguide portion which duides light in a gain 
region optically coupled with the ridge3 waveguide portion (fig. 8). 

Thus claim 1 is met.
